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UNDERWAY IN LB 


Vacation villas with unusual energy- 
saving designs are now under construc- 
tion at Lake Buena Vista. 

Energy savings up to 50% are pre- 
dicted for the 64 Fairway Villas, along the 
Lake Buena Vista Golf Course, as com- 
pared to similar resort accommodations 
without the power-saving features, ac- 
cording to the design team at WED. 

AND, all of the energy saving features 

. ranging from site selection to un- 
conventional heating and cooling sys- 
tems ... can be incorporated into the 
construction of new single family homes! 

The new resort lodgings are being built 
in keeping with the goals of our EPCOT 
plan to demonstrate practical ideas and 
systems for better living. 

Several of the power-pinching design 
features depend not on expensive 
machines, but on well-studied position- 
ing of buildings and energy-conscious 
application of construction methods and 
materials, according to Dave Barron of 
WED. 

Principal designers on the WED team 
are Fred Krueger and Rick Swisher, 
who noted that the Fairway Villas also 
incorporate a unique room flexibility. 
Living room and kitchen units may be 
connected to one, two or three bed- 
rooms, to provide for small or large vaca- 
tioning families or for business meetings. 


The completion is scheduled for Sep- 
tember, 1978. 

Building sites were selected to take 
maximum advantage of existing shade 
trees. The Villas are also oriented to give 
less window exposure toward the south 
and west providing shade for the larger 
glass areas during the hottest part of the 
day.

The heating and cooling system for the 
Villas is a highly efficient air-to-air heat 
pump. In addition, hot water is provided 
by heat recovered from the condenser 
when the air conditioning is in operation, 
which will be about eight months of the 
year. 


Provisions have also been made in 
both the heating/cooling system and the 
building orientation for the future addi- 
tion of a solar energy system which 
would employ liquid-type, roof mounted 
solar collectors. 

High efficiency lighting fixtures in the 
Villas give adequate lighting at minimum 
energy cost and heat gain. All interior 
lighting will be done with fluorescent fix- 
tures employing an electrically efficient 
frequency converter. Fixture designed 


for domestic use, indirect lighting 
methods, and reflectors will be used to 
accent and develop relaxing living areas. 


The exterior lighting will employ high 
pressure sodium fixtures which, in addi- 
tion. to saving electricity, will create an 
intimate relationship between the build- 
ings and landscape. 


The Fairway Villas have also been de- 
signed to take advantage of the forces of 
nature for cooling at certain times. For 
times when air conditioner use is 
marginal, a chimney draft . . .which au- 
gments the ventilation effect of open 
windows ... will be created by north 
facing scoops and tall stair towers with 
motorized dampers. 
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TWO MORE 
OUTSTANDING IDEAS 


This past month has produced two 
more outstanding ideas submitted by 
cast members in our “I Have An Idea” 
Program. Let’s find out about them. 





Vince Repaci said his Idea came from his old 
Navy days. . . they used carts to pull aircraft 
around the decks of a carrier he worked on 
and they were outfitted with pressure hoses to 
start airplane engines. To avoid driving off 
with a host attached, they rigged the carts not 
to start without the hoses connected back into 
the cart! A great idea that works for our elec- 
tric Pargo carts around here! 


Vince Repaci of the Safety Inspection 
Department, suggested that a special 
plug be installed in all of our electric 
Pargo Carts, that would prevent the carts 
from moving unless the electrical charg- 
ing cord (which is plugged into a wall 
socket) is unplugged and then plugged 
into a special socket on the Pargo Cart 
itself! Vince’s idea prevents anyone from 
driving off while still plugged into a wall 
socket (tearing up the socket and plug) 
and from driving with a dangling cord 
dragging behind the cart. 





Kathy Bateman of Lancer’ s Inn de- 
monstrated Scot’s Idea for us . . . just slip a 
sheet of baker’s paper between the pizzaand 
the cooking tray, and you avoid greasing the 
pan and later cleaning off the grease! A great 
idea for our fast food locations that serve 
pizza! 


The Ideas Committee reports that all 
of our electric carts are currently being 
installed with Vince’s receptacle/micro 
switch concept. 

Over in Lancer’s Inn in Fantasyland, 
Scot Hood found that pouring oil onto 
baking sheets to cook the pizza they 
serve, took a long time to clean up after 
cooking and prevented the pizza from 
being as crispy as it should be. 


Scot’s idea was to use “‘baker’s paper” 
(a special non-burn paper coated with a 
waxy-like substance on each side) in- 
stead of cooking oil. After a trial period, it 
was found that Scot's ideas saves a large 
amount of labor in cleaning and makes 
for a tastier, crisper pizza! 

Congratulations to both Vince and 
Scot for receiving Outstanding Idea 
status for their creative thinking. And 
don’t forget that YOU could also be rec- 
ognized for your creative thinking in our 
“I Have An Idea’ Program.

Doug Runyan, of Fantasyland Attrac- 
tions, spent a week visiting the Magic 
Kingdom, receiving a back stage tour, 
and seeing other Central Florida attrac- 
tions. We asked about his winning Idea 
... “I designed a new track system for 
the Alice in Wonderland attraction. I 
worked on the attraction for four months 
which gave me a lot of time to think 
about it. Then, while I was in the hospital 
for a dislocated shoulder, I designed it.” 





Disneyland Creative Ideas winner Doug 
Runyan received a big Walt Disney World 
welcome from three of our 1978 Ambassador 
semi-finalists (1-r) Diann McMurtrie of Re- 
sorts, Donna Estes of Entertainment, and 
Mindi Iden of Entertainment. 

Doug's design was a revision of the old 
track system, allowing for a car to break 
down without closing the entire attrac- 
tion. “Before this, if one car went down, 
then the power was lost for the entire 
track,” he explained. “Now, as little as 
one-fifth of the track will be down at a 
time and the ride will continue to operate 
around it.” 


We understand that Doug’s idea was 
also passed along to WED for implemen- 
tation in future dark ride attractions.
